Another newspaper friend of 
ours, Harold Hudson of Perryton, is 
currently serving as vice president 
of the National Newspaper Assoc­ 
iation and will soon become pre­ 
sident. In the course of his re­ 
sponsibilities with this organization 
he recently attended a government 
affairs conference in Washington. 
Some of his views of that con­ 
ference are well worth repeating 
and point out how much trouble 
those of us living here in Texas are 
in when it comes time to get an 
energy or farm policy out of 
Washington. 
“At the government affairs 
conference (in Washington) one 
entire session was devoted to the 
energy crisis. 
“We came out of that session 
convinced that the political leaders 
in Washington will be slow to solve 
the crisis and that the best they can 
offer is some sort of spreading 
around of the shortages. We heard 
Rep. John Dingell, Michigan 
Democrat, who is chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on Energy 
and Power. Mr. Dingell lost his 
temper and attempted to give us a 
dressing down in much the same 
manner he dresses down other 
people from the oil and gas pro­ 
ducing states. Jack Allen has had a 
taste of the Dingell verbiage as 
have other delegations from the oil 
industry. 
“We asked Rep. Dingell what we 
thought was a logical question but 
he thought it frivolous and got mad 
about it. What we said was: “Rep. 
Dingell, would you be willing to 
sponsor legislation that would 
impose price controls on the coal 
industry, setting the price at or 
below the cost of production, and 
also require that coal shipped 
across the state line must sell for 
less than coal sold in the state 
where produced? And would this 
increase coal production?” He said 
he regarded this as a frivolous 
question and we replied that it was 
not frivolous because this is the 
approach being taken toward the 
oil and gas industry, holding a 
price ceding on producers and 
hoping that they will step up 
production. 
“Rep. Dingell said he guessed 
from our accent that we were from 
Texas and that he was tired of 
listening to people from Texas and 
Oklahoma and Louisiana asking 
for decontrol of natural gas so that 
they could fill their pockets with 
excess profits. He said that as far 
as he was concerned, price ceilings 
on gas and oil would remain in­ 
definitely and he was working to 
make intrastate gas bring the same 
price as interstate gas because 
when the higher price is paid, less 
gas is shipped across state lines to

Kohler had traveled 4000 
miles from New York to 
Miami across the upper west 
coast of Florida to New 
Orleans, Houston, Huntsville, 
Dallas and Ft. Worth and into 
Hamlin. 
Saturday moring Kohler, 
Mr. and Mrs Gary Thornton 
and the Scotts cycled to Big 
Bend National Park for the 
weekend. They also visited 
Fort Davis and McDonald 
Observatory in the Davis 
Mountains. Kohler left the 
group at Pecos enroute to 
Carlsbad Caverns. N. M , and 


back to El Paso. His plans 
include a visit to the west 
coast, touring Yosemite and 
Yellowstone National Parks, 
Niagara Falls and New York 
before his return to Swit­ 
zerland. 
On commenting ahold his 
tour of the U.S., Kohler was 
impressed greatly by the 
friendliness of the people of 
this country and especially by 
the vastness of Texas, Mrs.

One statement that Kohler 
made as the trip to Big Bend 
was nearly over amused the 
Scotts and Thorntons as he 
said, “I can travel across 
Switzerland in one day and 
I’m still five days in Texas 
yet!

Brazil for example has 
done it with coffee, so it’s 
problems are solved.

Fertilizer-Herbicide Mixes 
Should Be Used With Care 


Gardeners often purchase a 
combination of fertilizer and 
herbicide 
(weed 
killer) 
because it is so easy to use 
and saves extra work. But 
such a mixture can also cause 
lawn and garden problems if 
not used properly, says Kirby 
Clayton, county agent with 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service. 
The problem with a fer­ 
tilizer—weed killer mix is 
that the user often applies the 
material without regarding 
the fact that a weed killer 
must be used much more 
carefully than fertilizer. 
Weed 
killers 
can 
be 
especially 
damaging 
if 
misused since they will kill 


trees, shrubs and vines as 
well as weeds, cautions 
Clayton. 
Since tree roots stretch out 
many feet, a tree can often 
receive herbicide damage. 
Thus a herbicide should not 
be used near a tree. Weeds 
around trees are best dealt 
with by digging them up and 
planting a ground cover such 
as English Ivy if grass will 
not grow in the shaded area. 


Any time a herbicide is 
used, special attention should 
be given to the time and rate 
of application. Carefully read 
and follow the manufac­ 
turer’s recommendations on 
the label, advises Clayton

The issue of public school 
finance was expected to come 
before the House of Repre­ 
sentatives early this week. 
House Bill 750, which was 
reported out of the House 
Public Education Committee, 
represents a reversal of the 
trend two years ago for local 
school districts to pick up a 
greater share of the public 
school funding tab. 
According to the projec­ 
tions for Hamlin ISD, Hamlin 
will spend $723,300 for public 
education. Of that amount, 
$564,100 will come from the 
State, with Hamlin paying the 
remaining $158,800 
(Editor's 
note: 
These 
figures are for the minimum 
foundation program only and 
do not include debt retire­ 
ment and much of the other 
cost of the education program 
paid for by local taxpayers.) 
Hamlin's local fund assign­ 
ment should decrease from 
its present level by $62,800 
under the proposed measure. 
Under the proposed public 
school finance measure, the 
State’s share of the Minimum 
Foundation Program is in­ 
creased and property tax 


reductions are mandated at 
the local level. 
Provisions for House Bill 
750 will freeze local property 
taxes at their present level 
for the fiscal year 1978 and 
provide a $73 million state­ 
wide reduction for the fiscal 
year 1979. 


It is expected that several 
amendments will be proposed 
to House Bill 750 once it 
reaches the House floor. 
BUDGET APPROVED 
The House Appropriations 
Committee Thursday ap­ 
proved and sent to the House 
floor its version of the general 
appropriations bill calling for 
the expenditure of some $15.7 
billion for the fiscal years 
1978-79 
This measure does not 
include proposals for school 
finance or teacher pay raises, 
which total $957 million for 
the biennium. 
The most significant dollar 
amounts in the proposed state 
budget 
include 
appro­ 
priations for the state high­ 
way system, the state's 
health, welfare and rehab­ 
ilitation agencies, higher and 
public education.

Fertilizer-Herbicide Mixes 


Should Be Used With Care 


Gardeners often purchase a 
combination of fertilizer and 
herbicide 
(weed 
killer) 
because it is so easy to use 
and saves extra work. But 
such a mixture can also cause 
lawn and garden problems if 
not used properly, says Kirby 
Clayton, county agent with 
the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service. 
The problem with a fer­ 
tilizer—weed killer mix is 
that the user often applies the 
material without regarding 
the fact that a weed killer 
must be used much more 
carefully than fertilizer. 
Weed 
killers 
can 
be 
especially 
damaging 
if 
misused since they will kill 


trees, shrubs and vines as 
well as weeds, cautions 
Clayton. 
Since tree roots stretch out 
many feet, a tree can often 
receive herbicide damage. 
Thus a herbicide should not 
be used near a tree. Weeds 
around trees are best dealt 
with by digging them up and 
planting a ground cover such 
as English Ivy if grass will 
not grow in the shaded area. 


Any time a herbicide is 
used, special attention should 
be given to the time and rate 
of application. Carefully read 
and follow the manufac­ 
turer’s recommendations on 
the label, advises Clayton.
